1 . The reply filed on May 21, 2002 as Paper No, 9 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s): The Species election of Figure 1 is non-responsive because it is not clear to the examiner if the various 
embodiments are deemed to be obvious variants of the same invention by the apphcant The applicant states in the remarks that the 
figures show "minor permutations of the same invention". However the applicant then further states that one embodiment shown in 
figure 3 "shows the replacement of the bleeder resistor 160 of Figure 1 with Uie electrical switch", and that figure 4 shows "an 
altenative embodiment". These comments appear to further confirm that there are distinct species in the application. It should be 
claear on the record whether applicant deems the species merely obvious variants of the same invention. If this is the case applicant is 
reminded that if one of the species is found the statement of obvious variants can be used to reject all other species in the application. 
If this is not the case then applicant should provide a listing of all the claims readable on the species. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the 
above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of 
this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
